But ia the end, the Refulution of the 
Aſſembly was drawn up in the fame Form as that 
whercin the Bull of the 16th of July 1705 was 
accepted and regifired 5 yet with this Difference, 
that the words by unanimous Confent were omitted.

Which 
done, the Syndick and the fix Senior Doctors were 
d to wait on the Cardinal de Rohan, and 
to defire his Eminency to endeavour to obtain of 
the King at his Leifure an Audience, for the Dean 
the Syndick and the fix Senior Doctors to return 
their Thanks to bis Majefty in the Name of the 
whole Faculty.

London, March 15. 
On Saturday Night arrived a Mail from France. 

Paris, March zi. We bave received Letters direct. 
ly from Conttantinople, dated the iſt of February. 
which confirm the Defeat of theBafhaws who hadec- 
volted in Afia,fo that the Troops which had been or- 
dered thither were countermanded ; that Levies and 
other Preparations of War were continued, particu- 
larly tewards Salonica ; and thot great Diligence 
was uſed in the Ports of the Archipelago to fit out 
a Fleer. which is to be commanded by the Cap- 
tain Bafhaw or Admiral, and to. put to Sea in the 
Month of March, to the Namber of 32 Sultanat, 


not doubted that this Interview had relation to the 
Pretentions of his Royal Highnefs to the Durchy 
of Mantua and the Montferrat, which the Marshal 
inſiſted on ftrenuoufly at Raftat, and tis faid he 
obtained an Equivalent for thofe Pretentions. 
Whether this be Jo ot not, the Duke of Lorrain 
continues to cauſe Leviesto be made in his Domi- 
nions, but not cut of them, fora Project which 
will not break but till about the End of the Month 
of May. The Chevalier de St. George had had 
for fome Days at Barleduc the Company of the 
Prince and Princefs of Vaudemont, who are fince 
gone back to Commercy. Affoon as the Peace was 
figned, the Governours of the Frontier Places on 
both Sides received Order to cauſe Hoſtilities to 
ceafe, till the Suſpenſion of Arms fhould be pro- 
claimed. 

The Marfhal de Villars was received very gra- 
cioully by the King, who conferred on his Son the 
Survivance of the Government of Provence: Tu 
even reported, that the Marfhal has obtained Par- 
don of his Majefty for Prince Eugene. 

The Poft from Madrid of the 5th Inftant is not 
yet arrived; but we learn by Letters from Girone of 
the th, that the Count de Fiennes had ſent thi- 
ther two of the Leaders of the Rebels, after ha- 
ving re-eftablifhed Tranquility in the Plains of 
Vich and Urgel ; and that Sig. Vallejo had like- 
wife fent to 8olſona diversLeaders of the Mutineere, 
fo that all was quiet again in Catalonia, except in 
the Lufanes where were ſtill fome Troops of Mi- 
2 and Volunteers, who had eſſed the Paf- 
es of the Mountains ; but M. de Montemar and 
Vallejo were marching againft them, in order to 
reftore the Communication on all Sides with the 
Camp before Bartelona. Alfo the Marquis de 
Thouy having drawn in the Neighbour- 
hood of Lerida a Body of 40 Battallions and 2000 
Horfe, had ſent ſome Detachments to Sig. de Val- 
lejo, for 1 the Blockade of Cardona. 
The 24th paſt at Night, fome armed Ships and 
Barks belonging to the Rebels, took two Ships and 
three Tartans of the Soaniards; but the King's 
Men of War took two Pinks of the Rebels the (ame 
Day laden with Salz and Beans. That Day likes 
wife, the three Men of War which the Marquis 
Mari bought and fitted out at Genoa, joyned the 
Span ſh Squadron.
